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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claim 29 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Wei et 
al. in view of Dischiano. 

Wei et al. teaches an optical tool having a viewing stage, 130. Wei et al. teaches 
all the limitations of the claim except for a fixture for mounting a lapping puck, which has 
a wafer portion thereon. Dischiano teaches a fixture, 115/215, a lapping puck, 106/206, 
and a wafer portion, 100/200, theron, and the lapping puck being configured to be 
mountable on a lapping tool, (col. 5, lines 24-26). It would have been obvious to one 
having ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made, to utilize the fixture 
and lapping puck of Dischiano, to mount the wafer on the stage of Wei et al., in order to 
enhance the wafers mounting capabilities. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-18 and 20-28 are allowed. 
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Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed 1/28/05 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

Wei et al. teaches mounting a wafer on a stage in order to optically analyze the 
wafer. The Wei reference is silent as to how the wafer is mounted on the stage. The 
Dischiano reference teaches a mounting system to be used with a tool, which is any 
suitable tool as used in the semiconductor, or generally in the semiconductor device 
analysis industry. The limitation encompasses the optical analysis of the wafer that is 
performed in the Wei reference. The applicant argues that the Wei reference does not 
mention the use of a lapping puck, and neither teaches or suggests nor implies the use 
of need for a fixture. The Wei reference teaches that a wafer is mounted on a stage 
during a analysis procedure of a semiconductor device. The Dischiano reference 
teaches a method of mounting a wafer during a analysis procedure of a semiconductor 
device, therefore since the Wei reference is silent on how the wafer is mounted, one 
could present the Dischiano reference since it does teach that utilizing a puck and 
fixture is a known method of mounting a semiconductor device.
